During this 
initial period of 1927 more than 5,000 persons lost their 
lives in traffic accidents. This represents an increase of 6.8 
per cent. over the record for the same period in 1926.

ber of new cars sold each year 
nowadays, the question just natur- 
~ally seems to come up how the 
replacement dealer makes his 
money, if and when he makes it. 
Millions of old cars are traded in 
when new cars are bought by their 
owners. However, a great many of 
these used automobiles have to be 
resold so the dealers can realize the 
trade-in allowances, and in many 
cases, not to say the majority, some 
parts or other in these vehicles 
must be replaced to make them 
profitably salable. 

Furthermore, while observers are 
impressed by new car sales, they are 


likely to forget that for every such 
car sold last year ten used ones

Well, a good | 
service man will sell an owner just 
that idea in lots of cases, and when 
he does, I sell the parts for the 
job. Though the automobile indus- 
try may not consider this in a very 
friendly way, the fact is that car 
companies are often saved, through 
such replacement jobs, losses they 
would suffer later on in form of | 
repossession of cars the buyers of 
which can’t keep up payments.

It is still the pioneer car in many 
parts of the world which are just 
beginning to be motorized. But 
conditions in this country have so 
greatly changed that further re- 
finement in motor car construction 
is now desirable and our new 
model is a recognition of this. 

“Besides the 
other revolutionary element which 
the Ford Motor Company introduced 
twenty years ago was the idea of 
service. Some of the early manu- 
facturers proceeded on the theory 
that once they had induced a man 
to buy a car they had him at their 
mercy; they charged him the high- 
est possible price for necessary re- 
placements.
